Churchman From Japan Tells 


Inside Story on Conditions 


TORONTO, Mar. 29.—With the 
Sailing of the last of its missionar- 
ies from’ Yokohama this week, the 
Japanese mission of the Church of 
England in Canada is now entirely 
in the hands of Japanese Christians, 


| who are prepared to carry on in the 


face of increasing difficulties, said 
the Rev. H. G. Watts today, Mr 
Watts has just returned from Japan 
where he served for more than 13 
years, and has been appointed field 
secretary of the Missionary Society 
of the Church of England in Can- 
ada 

He gives a picture of Japanese 
conditions which differs from that 
which emanates officially from 
Japan. The situation of the people 
is one of growing hardship and pri- 
vation, and there is a shortage of 
even the bare necessaries of life 
Food, clothing and all other ordin- 
ary commodities are rationed, and 
gasoline is unobtainable by the pri- 
vate citizen, As an instance of the 
food shortage, Mr. Watts mentioned 
that the sugar ration is now about 
a level teaspoonful daily per per- 
son, while even rice is mixed with 
barley or other adulterants to eke 
out the available quantity 

Germans are evident everywhere 
in Japan, said the returned mis- 
even though 
she may not control Japanese af- 
fairs, is extremely active as “advis- 
er” through the agency of her many 
nationals in 
and official offices 

Another new feature of Japanese 
life is the army police, or gendarm- 
erie, the equivalent of the German 
Gestapo, said Mr. Watts, They in- 
trude everywhere and were ¢5- 
pecially concerned with discovering 
that missionaries were freally 
“spies.” Spy fever is rife in Japan, 
and spy-catching exercises are car- 
ried out regularly 

Mr. Watts stated that there had 
never been any official persecution 
of Christians er other religionists in 
Japan. Any action taken against 
missionaries or others than Shinto- 
ists, had been on ostensibly political
